WASHINGTON, June ,22.—The 


jury, which has been investigating po=,- 
tal .affairs, today returned an indictment 
against August W. Macheu, Ciller B. 
. GrofY, Samuel A. Groff, George E, Lor- 
cnz and Martba J. Lorcn/, the two lat- 
ter being residents, of Toledo, Ohio. As 
previously stated in these dispatches, the 
specific charge is conspiracy to defraud 
inc government. 'The indictment is bas- 
ed on section 5440 of the revised stat- 
ute;, which provides a penalty of §10,- 
000 of two years' imprisonment or both 
in the discretion of the court. 


There are twelve counts to the indict- 


ments, eleven of which are substantially 
the same as those previously issued. The 
first 
count of the present 
indictment 


which relates lo the conspiracy charge, 
sets forth that on June i-J, 1DOO, in the 
District of Columbia, Loiwuz, Mrs. Lor- 
oiiz, Mr. Mai-hen and the Grolt brothers 
conspired, combined, confederated 
and 


agreed to defraud the United States gov- 
ernment of its moneys by the following 
arrangement: 
Macheu should advise 


and recommend to the ihwl assistant 
postma>u-f general the purchase from j 
the (IrolV brothers of a large number of 
the GrofT' fasteners for mail boxes at 
Sl.i> each nnd should produce payment 
thereof, upon which the GrofT brothers• 
should return 40 per cent of such pay- 
ment and they would retain liO. the -10 
per cent going to Mr. and Mrs. Lorcnz 
and Machcn.

and of finery there wxis little other than 
the homespun.

never had occasion to regret the fact that 
this dear old county of ours has always 
been my home. 


.In this respect I feel conscious of a 


very slight advantage over the honored 
and" highly respected genlleira.ii who was 
to deliver tho address of this day, but 
who was unavoidably obliged to leave 
for the City of Washington on short 
notice. He was very unfortunate, as it 
seems io me, in that he wus born in nn 
adjoining 
county. 
Any ill-feeling

might entertain'towards him, however, 
because of 'this fuel in his history, is dis- 
pelled when we consider that, as soon (is 
he discovered his mistake, he promptly 
moved into the County ri Racine, which 
County he has honored by his public ser- 
vice, aided by his great 
ability ami 


thrilled by Ms eloquence. 


Perhaps T may be permitted in this 


connection to add flno'lher word for my 
native Stale. During the last two years, 
professional matters Iwivo cnllcd me irito 
very many of the Stftes of the Union, 
into South Carolina, the home of seces- 
sion, into >"ew York and Pennsylvania 
nnd Virginia., into Kentucky and Kansas 
nnd Missouri, and into many of the other 
States of the Union. Everywhere I went, 
from all without reference to party affil- 
i;it.ir>us. I hove hejml nothing but praise 
of the strong men who have represented

horrible accident occurred at the coal 
yards of ,T. F. Clancy & Co., resulting in 
the death of Thor. Tolfson, of 194 Wil- 
liams Street, Milwaukee, aged 34 years. 


Mr. Xolfson came to 
this city 
two 


weeks ago for the purpose of superin- 
tending the construction of the now shell 
hoisting apparatus at the 
coal 
yards. 


H« and his partner Adolph Abrahnrnson, 
also of Milwaukee, were up fifty feet 
from the dock adjusting the machinery. 
Mr. Tolfson was just placing a bolt in 
a portion of the shafting, which was in 
motion. His clothing caught in a, nut on 
the shaft and in less time than it takes 
to tell he was whirled about the shaft 
with lightning like rapidity. 


He yelled at the top of his voice nnd 


his partner Mr. Abrahamson, also yelled 
and in as short a space of 'time as pos- 
sible the machinery was stopped, but not 
before the unfortunate man was fearfully 
mangled, his left arm being torn off at 
the shoulder, his right arm broken in 
luilf a dozen places, hones in his body 
broken, his teeth knocked out and head 
fearfully cut, and his nearly naked body 
thrown Io the dock below and again cut 
and bruised. 


On the revolving shftft wa« th* arm 


and clothing, the blood dripping down 
from the limb mid a ghastly sight to 
pizc at. 
The man, still alive, lay upon 


the dock,-his 'torn arm stub visible and 
groaning end twitching with pain. Wil- 
•litig men did all they could, but that was 
nnl much under the circumstances. 


The police ambulance was pent for. but 


it was out on nnirther call and could not 
be located. 
Then the putrol wagon wns 


asked for and came with another team 
of horses nnd the dying man was ten- 
derly placed in the vehicle and died in a 
few moments. 
The body was taken to 


the Thronson Furniture Co.. morgue. The 
mangled arm was afterwards removed 
from the, shaft where it wns dangling in 
sight of crowds of people for half an 
hour.' 


It wns one of the worst nccidenis of 


recent years nnd the sight n terrible one 
to witness. 
]~>r«. ,T. G. Meachem Jr., and 


Fazen were ai the scene early and did 
all they could to nlle.vin.te the snfferirigs 
of the man. wnshinpr his wounds, tying 
up the end of his mangled arm. 


Tolfson was a well known resident of 


Milwaukee, where he bns

years and h.is a wife and two children. 
He wai> considered a valuable man in his 
line of business and well tlKmjrht of by 
nil who knew him. Alwava careful when 
iibout machinery, it is hard to under- 
stand how ho got cmight in the. shaft. 
While, in the city the man boarded at 
the Drexcl hotel.

SCHOOLHOUSE BUILT IN 


1857 TO BE TORN DOWN 


Modern Structure Costlojj S5.OOO Will Ke- 


plucc T biit Constructed nt Hapids 


Forty-Six Yenrs Aeo. 


The old district school house in th'e 


southern section of Wisconsin, is locat- 
ed at what is known ns the Rapids, in the 
town of Caledonia and was erected in the 
year 1S57, in district number IS, the old 
town of Racine, afterwards named for a 
short time, town of Onwell, subsequently 
divided into the towns of Mt. Pleasant 
.ind Caledonia, district IS, and became a 
joint district. 


The school boa.rd in 1S57, at the ume 


the. school house \vos built, was compos- 
ed of J. M. Titus, J. H. Horlick and Ma- 
jor Geo. Wustum, now all 
dead. The 


structure was built of rock faced stone, 
secured from the Rapids quarries and 
was laid in courses. The contractor who 
erected this ancient pla.ce o£ learning, wa.s 
Mr. John H. Francis, also dead. He was 
considered the best stone mason in the 
country, and it was he wh-o built the 
foundations to the Rapids bridge and fa- 
mous dam, also the stone school house 
at the Rapids, now Horlicksvillc. 


This old school house when put up was 


undoubtedly the very best iu the state 
and some of the most prosperous men, 
not only in Racine, but Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago, Oshkosh and other cities received 
their first instruction here. 


Now after stnnding as a landmark for 


fifty years it will be torn down So make 
room'for A modern school buiidlng, to be 
built, of brick, two stories high, with 
basement, hot nir furnace and cost about 
$5,000. Some of the teachers who com- 
menced their work in this primitive place 
of learning have risen to eminence in the 
educational world.

are good. Another feature noticed was 
the fact that seats were provided and 
water tanks distributed here and there, 
free to the crowd. And the thousands 
praised the ground as the best they had 
ever seen" in their lives and ideal for the 
future picnics of the Old Settlers. 


From tlie depot to the part the dis- 


tance is not over half a mile and busses 
were there to carry everybody who de- 
sired to ride., but the pleasant walk was 
enjoyed by the old and young alike. 


The morning hours were passed in re- 


newing acquaintances and viewing the 
surroundings, while baseball games at- 
tracted many. The grounds were on a 
high elevation, with many shade trees, 
and were cool, a breeze blowing through 
the place, making it most pleasant.

vate subscription. There has been ft 
good deal of talk upon this most inter- 
esting subject'but talk alon*- will never 
secure the needed public park. 
While 


th promoters of tho project 
have un- 


doubtedly been active, yet upon the part 
of the general public there is evidenced 
a sort, nf apathy 'that is difficult to over- 
come. Thi:" apathy from present appear- 
ances lii.ls t'.-iii- to continue and may per- 
vade i\is people until too late to take 
advantage of the earnest work of those 
who have been prominent in the public 
park .association. 


A few men cannot do everything. They 


may very successfully attend 
to their 


own business affairs but when it comes 
to looking out 'after that of the public, 
it becomes an unattractive proposition, 
and nothing but a sincere desire to bene- 
fit the people would keep some of these 
public spirited men in the field. 


The point seems right here. 
If the 


people of Racine -want a park, they will 
have to put up for it. and the way to 
do this has beon pointed out by the as- 
sociation.

This 
country has nothing in common says the 
Chronicle "with those monarchies who 
claim to rule by divine right, but whe- 
ther the head of a nation be a king or a 
president; whether he claim to rule by 
iivine right or by popular election, he 
represents order; he must be protected 
from violent removal; those who join 
bands to kill him are the enemies of the 
state, and the safety of the state de- 
mands that they be swiftly punished and 
not rn-arded for 'their crime. But, aside 
from its political aspect, on those moral 
grounds on which the whole structure 
of civilization rests, a deed so execrable 
should be visited with swift wrath of 
mankind. It is therefore 'the duty of the 
Washington government to decline to 
recognize tho new Servian 
government 


until that state has washed its hands 
of the crime tha't befouls them. If the 
new king was a party to the murder by 
which he was advanced to the throne, 
he is as culpable as the men who shed 
the blood of the reigning monarchs, and 
should not be permittted to escape the 
same penalties that fall to the lot of the 
actual assassins. With Europe practical- 
ly condoning this foul crime, this action 
on the part of the United States would 
be an additional indication of the super- 
iority which we boast over the old forms 
of monarchial government." 


AH governments wherever 
possible 


have suitably punished those convicted 
of the crime of assassination. This is 
not in the interest so much of one par- 
ticular personally, as it is in the interest 
of all citizens. The law does not look 
to personalities, it looks to the com- 
mon welfare of all and must equally, pro- 
tect all. For us to recognize the Servian 
conspirators, that is the new government, 
without formally condemning the crime 
and demanding as a. requisite they shall 
be punished will be io make

In 
order that no mischief befall us, our sea 
fighting strength should certainly be at 
least equal to any one of the great 
powers, but as yet, it was scarcely equal 
in power to that of Spain at the begin- 
ning of the Spanish-American war and 
is-not 'boday equal in efficiency to any 
European power except that of Spain. 
France, England, Germany, Italy and 
Russia being still ahead of us. While 
it is hardly expected this country will 
ever attain the strength 
of England, 


upon the seas, nor even of that of France 
and possibly of Germany,, yet the United 
States certainly should be equal to that 
of Russia whose attitude in far off Man- 
churia and whose strength upon the Pa- 
cific would fairly justify us in keeping 
a vigilant lookout for our interests.

MUJflCIPAl. HEFORM. 


The Iowa Bar association has recom- 


mended an entire change in the munici 
pal syutem that while perhaps strictly 
business is so foreign to present meth- 
ods a«d would be so destructive to tho 
whole committee system as carried out 
in 
city councils, that its adoption 


very uncertain. 


The new system is briefly stated thus: 


"The municipal government of cities of 
Iowa shall be vested in a council of 
three aldermen, whose 
terms of oflice 


shall be three years each, one term ex- 
piring each year; These men shall elect 
one of their number as mayor. The 
three men shall devote their entire time 
to conducting the city's business. Al- 
dermen shall receive from $2,000 to $5,- 
000 per year, to be fixed by law, and the 
mayor shall receive a larger sum. The 
committee asks that the bar association 
memoralize the legislature to pass such 
a law." 


The above plan was evolved by the 


committee on law reform of the Bar as- 
sociation, and from information now at 
hand is to be pushed through tne legis- 
lature, that is, advocated, to put it that 
way, by the legal fraternity. 
Of course 


it is possible the people of the respective 
municipalities may have a voice and per- 
haps consulted in such a radical change. 


This same committee also have recom- 


mended a law that shall forbid all clerks 
of the district court from granting mar- 
riage licenses to weak minded persons. 
This may be regarded as the first ven- 
ture of the law in attempting to in any 
wise control the marriage appetite and 
to regulate the human passions in the 
interest of a better humanity. 


The report that the second and third 


assistant postmaster generals are to be 
investigated, who arc Messrs. Shallen- 
hergh and Madden, respectively, is be- 
cause of the desire a, clean bill of health 
shall issue.

They came from land? beyond the seas, 
from staid and powerful England, from 
the mountains of Wales, from the Scot- 
tish hills from the green fields of Ireland, 
from sunny France, from the Scandina- 
vien countries, from Germany and from 
flip other lands of Europe. They found 
a land of promise., dressed in the garb 
in which nature clothed it when the work

as highways. 
They marked out the

in general, I feel that you will all agree 
with me iu believing that I exercised 
excellent judgment in selecting Baeine 
County «s a. birthplace. 
And in my 


journeyings about the world, 
I have 


never had occasion to regret the fact that 
this dear old county of ours has always 
been my home. 


Jn this respect I feel conscious of a 


very slight advantage over the honored 
and highly respected gentleman who was 
to deliver the address of this day, but 
who was unavoidably obliged to leave 
for the City of Washington on short 
notice. He was very unfortunate, as it 
seems to me, in that he was born in an 
adjoining county. 
.Any ill-feeling 
we 


might entertain towards him, however, 
because, of 'this fuet in his history, is dis- 
peiled when we consider that, as soon as 
he. discovered his mistake,, he promptly 
moved into the County f i Racine, which 
County he has honored by his public ser- 
vice, aided by his great ability and 
thrilled by his eloquence. 


Perhaps I may be permitted in thi 


connection to add another word for my 
native State. During the last two years 
professional matters have called me int 
very many of the Stotes of the Union 
into Soiffji Carolina, the home of seces 
sion. into Js'ew York ant!

Some, lives impress us with their 
perfect rhythm, their easy, quiet gran- 
deur, their plainness and their beauty. 
Such a life was that of Sayres G. Knight, 
recently deceased. 
I once asked him 


what his principal effort h-ad been in life. 
He smiled as he quietly replied, "Keeping 
other people straight". He meant it as 
a jest, a witty reference, to his business 
of surveying. It struck me otherwise. 
Jf I ever knew a man whose moral, indi- 
vidual influence was for the ^rood, who 
was 
helpful 
to his 
fellow, Sayres G. 


Knight was that man, and we can pav 
him no higher elogy. Known to many 
of our people, respected and trusted by 
all who knew him, he has bequeathed to 
Hie community in which lie lived a rich 
legacy, in the example his life affords 
for study and honest emulation.

Caught in Shaft at the Clancy 


Coal Yards, Being Mangled 


in Ghastly. Manner. 


BODY HURLED TO DOCKS 


FIFTY FEET BELOW 


left Arm Torn Out Hunsf From Ma- 


chinery Above-Dying Man Placed 


ill Patrol Wagon Where He 


Breathed His Last. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock this afternoon a 


horrible accident occurred ai the coal 
yards of J. F. Clancy & Co., resulting in 
the death of Thor. Tolfson., of 194 Wil- 
liams street, Milwaukee, aged 34 years. 


Mr. Tolfson came to 
this city two 


weeks ago for the purpose of superin- 
tending the construction of the new shell 
hoisting apparatus at the 
coal 
yards. 


H« and his partner AdolpU Abrah&mson, 
also of Milwaukee, were up fifty feet 
from the dock adjusting the machinery. 
Mr. Tolfson was just placing a bolt in 
a portion of the shafting, -which was in 
motion. His clothing caught in a nut on 
the shaft and in less time 'than it takes 
to tell he was whirled about the shaft 
with lightning like rapidity. 


He yelled at the top of his voice and 


his partner Mr. Abraharason, also yelled 
and in as short a space of time as pos- 
sible the machinery was stopped, but not 
before the unfortunate man was fearfully 
mangled, his left arm being torn off at 
the shoulder, his right arm broken in 
Iwilf a dozen places, bones in his body 
broken, his teeth knocked out and head 
fearfully cirt, and his nearly naked body 
thrown to the" dock below and again cut 
and bruised. 


On the revolving shaft was the arm 


and clothing, the blood dripping 
down 


from the limb and a ghastly sight to 
gaze at. 
The man, still alive, lay upon 


the dock,-his''torn arm stub visible and 
groaning and twitching -with pain. 
Wil- 


ling men did all they conld, but that w«s 
not much under the circumstances. 


The police ambulance was sent for. but 


it was oufc on another call and could not 
be located. Then the patrol wagon wa 
asked for and came with another team 
of horses «nd the dying man -was ten 
derly placed in the vehicle and died in •, 
few moments.

What May be done with a Lamp Chim- 


ney.—A chimney taken from a lighted 
lump is one of the best and ruo?t quickly 
prepared "hot applications.'' Simply slip 
the hot chimney in'to an old stocking, and 
apply to the pain. If steam is needed, 
Cake a damp warm 
cloth, 
and 
wrap 


around the chimney. 
If the heat is for 


a cough or the croup, wrap in Jlannel 
rag smeared with mutton tallow and Lur- 
ppn'rine. Applied to the chest or throat, 
relief will be had almost 
at 
once. If 


your feet are cold at night, place a liot 
chimney to them and they will soon be 
warm. 
A lamp chimney is 
especially 


practicable during summer months, when 
the fires are out, for you can light the 
lamp and '(.lius have hot applications iu 
a few minutes. Croup, colic, toothache, 
earache, coughs, rheumatic 
pains 
and 


many other ills flee before the hot lamp- 
chimney in this household. 


To press, short fleams without using an 


iron, light a small kerosene lamp, reg- 
ulating the blaze to keep the chimney 
moderately hot, then dampen the seam 
to be pressed. Pass tlie seam 
quickly 


over the spherical part of the chimney 
and it will be pressed as nicely as could 
he done with & hot iron. Velvet ribbon, 
alan, may be pressed in this way by dam- 
per''ic it on the linen or satin side, then 
Tubbing on the chimney.—Woman's Home 
Companion. 


In Case of Poisoning.—When any one 


is accidentally poisoned and you are not 
sure of the antidote, give nn emetic of 
some kind 
immediately. Mustard and 


salt are two things found in every house- 
•hold, but a bottle of ipecac costs little 
and is better than either and should al- 
ways be kept'in 'the house. If mustard 
is to be used, put a desert spoonful in 
a glass of lukewarm water and'make the 
patient take two or three glasses. Then 
by tickling the throa't with the finger, 
vomiting is certain. The dose should be 
repeated in about ten minutes so that 
the stomach may bo thoroughly emptied. 
Xo matter what the poison, remember 
the thing you should do is to give an 
emetic.

•will be found an excellent thing for the 
•woman who is on the brink of a nervous 
breakdown.

If you 
are nervous and worn out, try it. 


Falling out of Hair.—It is said that 


good old ordinary sajfe tni H the very 
best thing yr'i ^isrovorpd to prevent the 
falling out 
nf 
ihr> hair. 
Tt should be 


rubbed intii the rtiot.s three or four times 
a week. For dandruff—the pure of it, 
that is—bran water is excellent. 
After 


applying it, however, the hair must he 
well washed, as it is sticky. 


Proper Care of the Teeth.—Careful, in- 


telligent care of the teeth is as necessary 
'to the health as that devoted to any 
other part of the body. Fungoid growths 
which occur among the teeth are said io 
be a cause of dangerous diseases of the. 
throat. At least once a week the teeth 
should be thoroughly washed out with a 
sa,ponaeeous dentine. Ordinarily white 
eastile soap is one of the be..st articles for 
this purpose. If it is used daily, it may 
make the teeth yellow; therefore it is 
better to limit its use to onee a week. 
It is oue of the .<L-st things for destroying 
living nrganismf that are so liable t>o in- 
fect the teeth. The alkali of a mild soap 
also arrests decay by cnunterarn.ing the 
acid of various foods. 
A simple, excel- 


lent tooth powder, to lie used daily, is 
made, as follows: 
To one-half ounce nf 


the best English prepared chalk add one, 
dram each of pulverized cuttlefish bone, 
pulverized Florentine orris root aud pul- 
verized borax, and pure powdered sugar, 
Mix these ingredients to an even powfler. 
Let the chemist season it with a few- 
drops of oil of 
wintcrgrcen. Put 
the 


powder in a large mouthed bnttlc and 
cork it tightly. One of the best washes 
for the tcetli is timiturc of myrrh used 
occasionally. 
Purchase 10 cents' worth 


at a time.- After brVuhing the. teeth thor- 
oughly with ]>owder put a few drups it! 
myrrh in a 'tumbler nf water. 
Rinse out 


the mouth well with this solution. None, 
of the expensive French waslies which 
are recommended 
for 
perfuming 
the 


breath and hardening the gums arc bet- 
ter than this preparation of myrrh.

room never whisper.

the patient to be disturbed by your voice 
do your talking in another room. 
Keep 


everything in 
the 
room 
scrupulously 


clean. Put all the medicine bottles out 
of sight.

light and ventilation.

doiiR by nipFin-i of screens. 1"lo not. allow 
.several pfuple to stay ami chatter in a 
pivkroom, even tliouyli liiey should not 
be addre.-.'iing tliemseU'M to The, patient. 
Flowers are always pleasing tu the eye. 
but do not introduce those of strong 
•cents into an invalid's room and be care- 


ful to remove all cut flowers at night, 
as they absorb the air and leave it less 
fresh for the patient. 


Relieving a headache.—The ordinary 


headache will' be greatly relieved and in 
many cases entirely cured by removing 
the waist of one's dress, knotting the hair 
high up on the head out of the way, and 
while leaning over the basin, placing a 
sponge soaked in water as hot as it can 
be borne on the back of the neck. Re- 
peat this many times, also applying the 
iponge behind the ears and the strained 
muscles and nerves that have caused so 
much misery will be felt to relax and 
smooth themselves out deliriously and 
frequently the pain promptly vanishes in 
conseouence. 


For Cold in Head.—Perhaps you have 


forgotten that when you were an infant 
a cold in the head made your little nose 
sore. 
Choose the 
softest 
handkerchief 


that can be had, crumple it well up before 
using, and wipe with a gentle hand. Re- 
member, too. that after washing the skin 
shmild be thoroughly dried, or it will get 
tender. 
A little starch powder duster 


over it will help to keep it soft and 
wholesome and pretty. 


For Croup.—Put the child at onee into 


a ho't, bath, to which a teaspoonful 
of 


mustard has been added, and give 1 tea- 
spoonful of ipecacuanha wine. If 
this 


does not have the desired effect of mak- 
ing him sick, give him a second teaspoon- 
fill. Wrap the child up very 
warmly 


after the bath. 


FOR THE HOt'SEHOM). 


Bottles should never be cleaned with 


shot, as there is a risk of lead poison- 
ing- 


Dusty velvet may best he cleaned by 


rubbing it gently, the way of the pile, 
with a niece of new flannel. 


Do not scrape a frying pan as it is lia- 


ble afterward to burn. Instead rub well 
with a hard crust of bread and wash in 
hot wa'tcr. 


To prevent a lamp from smoking soak 


the wick in strong vinegar and dry it 
well before using it. The flame will then 
burn clear and bright. 


Dry colored cambrics indoor and if pos- 


sible in a darkened room, for nothing is 
more likely to bleach colored cotton than 
strnng light upon it while it is ivet. 


A child should sleep out its night tin- 


cuddled and uncoddled. Its parents' bed 
s no place for a child of any age. 
Lov- 


ing caresses are yielding? to selfish in- 
stinct. The child needs sleep, not to be 
pettod. 


Baths of sea wa'ter, or dissolved se» 


salt, or common rock salt, exercise a 
tonifyinjr influence on the skin. 
Dilute 


acid, mixed with from three to ten times 
its quantity of water and sponged over 
the surface, is useful. 


To prevent discoloration of the flesh 


from bruises keep the affected part cov- 
ered with a part of soft linen soaked in 
whisky; the pad should never be allow- 
ed to dry and it should be kept on at 
lcH.=t six hours. 


Rust on steel may be removed thus: 


Cover the steel with sweet oif, nth it 
in well and let it stand for forty-eight 
hours: then rub the steel with unslackcd 
lime, finely powdered, till all the marks 
have disappeared. 


A wooden rolling pin, without handles 


and covered with flannel is used by one 
woman when pressing sbeves and wrist- 
bands. The pin is inserted into the sleeve 
which, she says, will then press as readily 
as if it were a flat surface. 


Two or three lumps of sugar added to 


starch made with boiling water will make 
it stifl'er uncl more glossy. A teaspoonful 
of turpentine added to every quart of 
starch, either hot or cold, will give a 
brilliantly polished surface and prevent 
the iron sticking. ' 


Boric acid is mildly useful as a dusting 


powder. For perspiration of the feet its 
utility is no's surpassed by that of anv 
other cheap agent. The way to use it is 
to dissolve in boiling water as much bor- 
ic acirl as possible, to soak the socks or 
stockings in this and to dry quickly by 
a hot n're without wringing. 


Linen lings may be made by sewing 


two towels together. If they are fringed 
or have colored borders, so much the 
better. 
The top end should be. turned 


over to form a casing for the ribbon with 
which the bnjt is drawn up, the lower end 
should be. stitched across just above the 
nrnamcntal part of the towels. 


Fringeri table linen is not a good choice 


for daily use. 
Napkins and tablecloths 


intended for common service should be 
hemmed by preference. For 
everyday 


nap. hemmed towels are best, also. 
The 


fringe "snaps off" with wear. 
A new 


comb wilii coarse teeth is useful to keep 
in order the fringe, of doilies, napkins, 
towels and counterpanes.

Cakes will not stick to their tins if 


placed on a-damp cloth when removed 
from the oven.

'take one cup of chopped white cabbage, 
one pint of potato diced, and mix with 
cream, 
dressing. Add caperi, 
boiled 


beets, diced, and chopped red peppers to 
taste. Garnish wiih crescents of lemon 
and watercress or celery tops. 


Chicken Pie (Old Virginia)—Line 
a 


deep pan with plain biscuit dough. Have 
two spring chickens cut in pieces; put 
in the pan with thin slices of fat' bacon, 
a, pint of cream, a teacupful of stale 
bread crumbs, a pint of boiling water, the 
yolks of three hard boiled eggs, salt and 
pepper! Cover with a top 
crus't, and 


bake slowly for two hours. 


Killarney Stew.—Boil three pounds of 


lean mutton until nearly tender; then 
pour off the liquor and stand in a cool 
place, until the fa.i. has risen to 'the top— 
skim this off. Place a layer of the mut- 
ton in the soup kettle, then a layer of 
sliced potatoes, then an onion sliced, salt 
and pepper, then another layer of meat, 
potatoes, etc.. until all the meat is used. 
Pour over this the liquor from which the 
fat was taken ar.d cook the whole until 
tender. 


Corn Dainty.—Open a can of corn, run 


the corn through & meat chopper to grind 
fine all the whol-s and 
coarse grains. 


Place a baking di.ih on the stove, put in 
two spoonfuls of butter; when hot, add 
the corn, a teaspoonful of sugar, salt and 
pepper, cook and stir for a few minutes, 
add and stir in well throe well beaten 
eggs, and place in the oven until slight- 
ly browned: remove, 
fold 
a 
napkin 


around the dish, set :in a pretty plate and 
place upon the tuble.
